Jealousy, the police say, prduipeda Joel F. 
Baker to slay Mrs. Sylvia Null Hernice at 
the side of the road'two miles|from town, 
place her body in the buggy seat, climb in 
beald’e it, and then fire a bullet into his own 
heart, thus making the grewsome load the 
livery horse pulled up to the stable of its 
owner. 


Woman Planned to Wed duather. 

It is reported that Mrs. Hernice had 
Planned to leave today for Benton Harbor, 
Mich., to be married to Baker's rival, and 
this, the police believe, caused him to fire five 
bullets Into her body after she had made a 
desperate fight to save her life, and then com- 
mit suicide, 

A traVeling man who visited the stable to 
‘hire a rig discovered the bodies. | It first was 
believed the occupants of the buggy were in- 
toxicated. Each body gat upright in the bug- 
gy and a laprobe covering them shielded 
from view evidence of the double tragedy. 
In Baker's hand was clutched the revolver 
which had ended the two lives. : 

The police declare Baker waa jealous 
over the relations of his victim with John 
Warner, for whom she was 4 housekeeper. 
Whether Warner, who is out of the city, is 
the man she intended to wed is not known. 

Baker, who was a carpenter, about 42 
years old, engaged the horse end buggy at 
‘a local livery barn last night: He and Mrs. 
Hernice were seen driving about the city, 
making merry with others in the crowds 
attending the Bagles’ carnival. : 


Evidence of Struggle Weise: 

About midnight they were sten to start 
out on one of the country roadsin the buggy. 
‘The sheriff today followed the road and dis- 
eovered the place where Mrs. Hernice was 
shot. Fragments of her clothing were lying 
on the ground near the roadside. Bushes 
were trampled and evidence of a ferce mrtg: 
gle was found. 

After killing the woman Bakér waded ea 
body into the buggy, and, the pdlice believe, 
at first attempted to find a place to hide it.

Dr. Alice Hamilton Says Many 


Industries Cause Consumption. 


bbe GETS INTO THE LUNGS. 


Tubereulosis May Develop After Two 
Months’ Work in Pottery. 


|New York, Sept. 6.-e[Special.}—Dr, Alice 
Hamilton of Hu!) house in the current issue 
of Charities and Commons points out to 
women ‘the trades in which it Is particularly 
dangerous for them to engage. The lead trade 
she considers almost deadly to Women, par- 
ticularly young women. Thes@ include the 
manufacture and use of paint, making and 
getting type, glazing, pottery making, yellow 
dyes, tinware, and storage batteries. 

‘’ Women are employed in many of the 
lead industries,’ writes Dr. Hamilton, ‘‘ and 
they are much more susceptible to this form 
of poisoning than gare men.” 
| Artificial fower making, an important In- 
dustry in the east pide here, is declared by 
Dr. Hamilton. to be especially dangerous, as 
the dye which is ubed fs dry and is dusted 
over the flowers. Like lead it is absorbed 
from the air or carried by the fingers to the 
mouth. 
| Lead Worse than Phosphorus. 
| Dr. Hamilton thigks phosphorus has been 
condemned out of proportion to its just dueg. 
|“ Phosphorus has been looked on with hor- 
ror. as a deadly poison,” she says, ‘but ft 
does not gause neariy as much disease as 
lead, for its use is (practically restricted to 
the match industry, There are two kinds of 
phosphorus used in this industry, the red, 
which Is nonpoisohous, and the white of 
yellow, used in the)ordinary lucifer match, 
This is an extremély poisonous substance, 
the! fumes of which;cause decay of the teeth 
extending to the jawbone. fhe danger® in 
the” rubber industry come from two #nb- 
stances—naphtha and carbon  bisulphide. 
The first is not fatally poisonous. It causes 
fll effects, chiefly by loss of appetite and the 
loathing for food,- which girls especially ex- 
perience. But carbon bisulphide, which & 
used in vulcanizing the rubber, is much more 
dangerous. 


Pottery Work Is Dangerous. 

* Textile works ate great producers of lung 
troubles, the dust being most irritating,’’ Dr. 
Hamilton declares.| “ So are potteries, Poat- 
tery work is dangerous in two ways. It is 
dusty and therefore|a consumption producing 
(rade, the dust beng compdsed of sharp 
parsicles, and is one in which jead is used. 
Therefore, it exposds workers to lead poison- 
ing. In the great English potteries, among 
the women who brush and polish the fired 
pottery ‘cases of tuberculosis sometimes d¢- 
velop after two months’ work.”’

Conditions Reflect General Revival in 
Industrial World—Investment 
Demend Good. 


New York, Sépt. 6.—[ Special. ]—Stock mar- 
kets such as prevailed last week have only 
éxtrinsic value as evidence of the real situa- 
tion to the business and financial worlds.

A more trustworthy index of existing sen- 
timent among moneyed classes in this coun- 
try as to a trade revival is to be found in the 
bond market.

Featherstone, after a 
good many years of crime and seven anga 
half years in the Joliet penitentiary, is to 
be released from that institution, according 
to trustworthy information, when the pardon 
board meets next week. 

“ There's’ his gun,”’ the sergeant con- 
tinued, pulling.a well worn revolver out of a 
shabby holster that he removed from his 
hip pocket and “breaking” it to withdraw 
the cartridges before he handed it over to 
a‘visitor. “ It’s the same gun that he shoved 

' {nto my side the night he was arrested by 
Jim Driscoll and me—roor old Jim, who was 
killed at my side by a bullet f:0m one of the 
car barn bandits. 

‘He had the gun in hie coat pocket and 
I could feel it against my ribs, but I grabbed 
it and had my own gun shoved into his 
- face before he could pull the trigger. 


Remembers Feathers’ Threat. 
‘*<* Weathers’ has it im for me all right. 
Just after he was sentenced in Judge Hor- 
ton’s court and as he was being led out by 
the deputy ke growled out to me:- 

“*Tll get you when I get out of this \if it 
takes every one of the twenty years.’ 

“*©O, well, Til be with you,’ I answered, 
and I thought nothing more about it. Iam 
not afraid, of course, but I wonder——” 

The policeman looked at a pretty little girl 
who was pleying on the broad veranda of 
hie comfortable homie at 544 Lunt avenue, 
and he. smiled reaseurihgly at his wife, who

‘reconciled to the fact that her husband isa

“YT don't want to say anything against

has a lot of influential friends and it’s none 
of my business, but I'll say this much: 
Charies S. Deneen, Who was state’sattorney 
then; John Lee, the assistant who tried the 
ease; and Fred Fake, now a judge of the 
. Municipal court, were mighty glad when 
Featherstone was sent down fortwenty years 
under the habitual criminal act. After- 
wards, I never could untierstand why the 
* sentence was charged to an indeterminate 
sentence.” 


Fast Work in Breaking Alibi. 


Sergeant Qualey, who, when he was on the 
detective bureau, worked up the evidence in 
gome famous cases, including the Luetgert 
case, really was the chief instrument in send- 
ing “ Feathers” to the penitentiary. The 


4\ defendant had the best kind of an alibi, and 


he judge gave the prosecution just from 5 
otiock in the afternoon until 9 the next 
morning to break it. 
“There's part of the evidence which en- 
abied us to break hisalibi."’ said the sergeant, 
producing two well worn time slips from the 
Sears-Roebuck company. “ His sister Emma 
testified that on Ahe day the robbery—for 
which he was sent over the road—was com- 
mitted she had been at home with her brother 
because her mother was ill. These time slips 
showed that she was working that day. 
: ““Another witness. a woman, testified that 
she had been with ‘ Feathers ' at the home of 
his mother. She swore that she recollected It 
because it was her little boy's birthday and 
ete had a party for him. We brought inth 
midwife who haq attended her and prove 
that the birthday was several days later. 
“The robbery was committed on Aug. 28, 
1000, at the foot of Wuron street and the 
lake. Randolph Graden, a deputy sheriff from 
Michigan, was the victim, and the device 
uncer which he was robbed was the old 
“explosion gag,’ which was -invented by 
* Feathers’ and two of his pals. 
“The crime for which ‘ Feathers *' was sent 
down Was a comparatively minor offense in 
a long history of daring robberies.”’

Warden Murphy of the Joliet penitentiary 
said yesterday that Featherstone was a 
tractable prisoner. 

‘He never has given us any trouble.”’
